tone and iiolor from the latter, and it is 
rafe to say that just as far as our poli 
ties need reforming just so far our 
social life docs also. 
Whatever of cor- 


ruption, 
recklessness or dishonesty 


there is in public litb is full matched 
by tho the folly, extravagance and 
faithlessness in private life. 
In fact, 


the eases ot embezzlement, breaches ot 
trust and commercial infidelity among 
bank officers and business men, are 
more 
frequent 
in proportion • than 


among government officials. 
Neither 


our po'ltics or our social life are what 
they ought to be, but it is absurd to 
claim that one is pure and the other 
utterly corrupt, for bub streams eoine 
from tho same fountain. 
True philoso- 


phy discerns that there is fully as 
much that calls for reform in the pri- 
vate, social and douicstie life of this 
country, as in its public life.—Indian-
